Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman for 
three years, a Treasurer, a Tax Collector, one Trustee of 
Trust Funds for three years, two Auditors and any other 
necessary Town Officers. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, to 
be paid on or before one year’s time, pursuant to the 
N. H. Laws of 1917. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of the Town 
Poor. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Aid for construction on the Class II road known as the 
Plainfield-Meriden Stage Road, and raise for said purpose 
the sum of $2000. to match the State’s contribution of 
$8000. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid, and raise for said purpose the sum of $960.42 
to match the State’s contribution of $3841.66. 


Article 6. To see what action the Town will take on 
the purchase of a Power Grader for the Highway De- 
partment, and raise and appropriate a sum of money for 
the same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
amount of money required by law to secure State Aid on 
Class V Highways, plus any additional amounts neces- 
sary. 

Article 8. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for winter maintenance of 
roads. 

Article 9. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to assist citizens of Plain- 
field in hospital expenses, and also to appoint a com- 
mittee or make resolutions regarding same.

To see if the Town will vote to observe, 
during the month of August, 1949, the 50th Anniversary 
of Old Home Week, and raise and appropriate a sum of 
money therefor. 


Article 14. To see what action, if any, the Town will 
take to provide for a memorial to the Service Men and 
Women of the Town. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400. to assist in the control of 
White Pine Blister Rust. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to request the 
State Tax Commission to make a complete reappraisal 
of the lands and buildings within the Town, to equalize 
valuations in accordance with the law, and to appropriate 
money for this purpose. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Div- 
ision of Municipal Accounting, and appropriate money 
for this purpose. 


Article 18. To see what action the Town will take re- 
garding the purchase of fire-fighting equipment, and 
what sum of money it will raise and appropriate there- 
for.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Plainfield School Board: 


This is my sixteenth annual report on the conditions 
of the Plainfield Schools. During these years a number 
of changes have taken place not only among the personnel 
of the teaching staff but in the organization of the schools 
and the condition of the school buildings. The new Meri- 
den School has been built. It was very fortunate that this 
was done ten years ago for at the present time it would 
cost more than double the figure in 1988. Two one room 
schools have been closed, namely the Spencer and the 
Brook School. This latter was closed this year due to the 
small enrollment there which in a month or two after 
school opened would have been even smaller due to one 
family moving away. Three or four children on the West 
end of the Brook Road near the Lebanon line attend 
school at West Lebanon while the others are transported 
to the Meriden School. 


Repairs 


Extensive repairs were made at the Plain school dur- 
ing the summer when the furnace room was bricked in 
and a fire door installed. The partition around the furnace 
was moved in such a way that an exit from the lunch 
room is available for safety in case of accident or fire. A 
basement ceiling in this building was installed and both 
it and the walls have been painted. Fire extinguishers 
have been placed in all of the schools as per vote of the 
last annual meeting. 


Health Work 


Mrs. Hasham who has been school nurse for a num- 
ber of years found that her duties were too heavy and 
wished to retire. She was persuaded to keep part of her 
territory but was obliged to drop Plainfield. We have 
been fortunate in securing Mrs. Gordon Ferry Hull, Jr., 
a graduate of Yale School of Nursing and a young woman 
of experience in public health work. Her enthusiasm for 
the work is manifest in that she has made a number of 
home visits, is showing picture films as an incentive to 
good health habits, working to establish clinics as soon 
as the equipment for dental work is available and in gen- 
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eral carrying on as near as possible where Mrs. Hasham 
left off. At this time I should like to express my very great 
appreciation for Mrs. Hasham’s diligent work for the 
children of Plainfield. 


Consolidation 


Whether the committee appointed last year to look 
into a co-operative school district or consolidation within 
the district makes any progress or not, I should like to 
advise that larger administrative units are coming in the 
school work everywhere. The school program is becoming 
more intensive and complicated so that one teacher is 
less and less able to handle a number of grades. In order 
then to have a teacher with a small number of grades or 
even as low as two per teacher small schools must 
be discontinued and larger groups made. If additions or 
alterations need to be made at the Meriden School cer- 
tainly these should be large enough to provide for con- 
solidation. 


High School Transportation 


The district was forward looking last year and voted 
a sum of money for high school transportation. The ar- 
ticle in the school warrant called for transportation from 
each of the villages to neighboring high schools but the 
voters extended this so that now it is necessary to provide 
transportation for high school pupils approximately on 
a par with elementary school pupils. Transportation 
routes are difficult to let on account of the problem of 
estimating how many children will be desiring to ride. 
If transportation is provided for twenty and two or three 
children move away or have other plans, then the pro- 
vision for twenty or over may look extravagant when 
maybe only two thirds of that number are availing them- 
selves of the opportunity. On the other hand if too meager 
provisions are made the Board may readily have over- 
crowding on busses which is highly frowned upon by the 
Motor Vehicle Dapartment as well as school patrons. 


Teacher Changes 


Teacher changes are mentioned here for the record. 
Sylvia Hayes who was planning to discontinue teaching 
later reconsidered and now is in the grammar room at 
the Plain School. Marion Hall who was teaching in the 
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Brook School is teaching now in the East Plainfield School. 
After a long number of years teaching very successfully 
in the East Plainfield and the Meriden Primary room, 
Mrs. Dodge resigned to the regret of both pupils, parents 
and all concerned. Mrs. William Jenney, a graduate of 
Fittchburg Teachers College, former teacher in Plainfield 
and Leominister, Mass., took a refresher course at Ply- 
mouth and is now teaching the primary room at Meriden. 
During the fall term the number of children in this room 
was so large that Mrs. Joseph Tucker was hired as an 
assistant. For twenty-five to thirty minutes per class per- 
iod she instructed the third and fourth grades alternately 
in the lunch room of the Meriden School. This has been 
a very considerable help to the children but should not 
be adopted except as a temporary measure. 


Conclusion 


I recommend that we continue the high school trans- 
portation appropriation, that some definite action be taken 
for relief at the Meriden School and that if possible we 
help the two PTA’s in some way to lighten the burden 
of the noon lunch program. 


I take this opportunity to express appreciation to 
the School Board, teachers and all others for encourag 
ment and help.
